I sincerely believe there is a strong 
pressure being brought to bear upon the 
county commissioners to fund the county 
debt, which, I think, is entirely unwise 
and unnecessary at the present time. 
It will therefore be well for them to con- 
sider who these parties are that come to 
them with advice, and also what class of 
men are expecting to be directly bene- 
fitted thereby. 
My advice therefore to 
Messrs. Hartman, Gloyd and lirannan is 
to go slow and feel well the public pulse 
before they take a big step that they 
may always regret. 
The words "Re- 
trenchment an'^-' Economy" will look 
better over their frdnt door plates than 
"Funding" over the democratic parties' 
tombstone. 
I know there have been in 
the past few years extraordinary ex- 
penses for the county to meet in the 
way of irou bridge building and I also 
know there has been a system of draw- 
ing money from the treasury in the way 
of ditch commissioners' services and 
county expenses that the commissioners 
could uot help, but can be largely re- 
duced in the future, I aJso believe that 
a few contractors have grown rather too 
suddenly rich. All this can be largely 
abated in the future, if the commis- 
sioners will only say it shall be so. 
Admitting, therefore, that there are at 
present $250,000 of county orders afloat; 
MJ. Griebel tells me that the treasurer 
holds at present ninety-two thousand 
dollars of county fund money, which, if 
applied toward redeeming orders would 
leave only a little over one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars of orders out. 
The orders now out are being easily car- 
ried by our own people who pay taxes, 
as is evidenced that none to any amount 
have sold below 98 cents, and a large 
sale the other day was made by the 
Smith bridge company at 98^. It is not 
true that they are hawked about the 
streets, for they find ready purchasers at 
these figures. Why pay interest on 
them to wealthy corporations and cap- 
italists abroad when they are sought for 
at home? 


Funding will not reduce the debt, only 
postpone the day of payment. 
The 
amount of orders now afloat serve the 
purpose of making the officials more 
economical, and I believe with a general 
practical reform executed in every de- 
partment of the county government, 
^0,000 more of a reduction can be made 
each year than is being done at present» 
Do not let any one put himself in the 
way to obstruct reformation, from the 
judge on the bench to the humblest of- 
ficial, and I most seriously advise the 
commissioners, the several officials, the 
judges of the com ts, and the township 
trustees altogether to consider the wis- 
dom of a timely reform. 
If it is com- 
menced now, fiveyears will see us out of 
debt, and nobody injured, except tbe 
party who expects to obtain a handsome 
commission for negotiating the loan, a 
half dozen contrEClcrs and the foreign 
bondholder.

to

made

look lonely, and its greatest favorers 
generally love it better in the abstract 
than in the substance; but where there 
is a will there is a way. There is an ur- 
gent necessity that something of this 
kind should be done. 
Our political 
circumstances'^demand it, for we live in 
a democratic county. 
I for one want to 
keep it so, that it may be in the future 
what it has been in the past, the banner 
democratic county. 
Let us keep it free 
from any bonded embellishments, so we 
can point to it with pride, when our re- 
publican friends elsewhere look aghast 
at our majorities. Our city bonded debt, 
make up of railroad donations, is large 
enough. 
Let the county be kept free, 
afi it has been in the past.

TOBACCO-SMOKIXG. 


A. F e w F » c t » A b o u t t h e Use of tlie W e e d . 


In spite of the opposition encoun- 
tered by our protest against cigaret'e 
snjokiug, whicli, it will be remembered, 
iivst raised the question about this form 
of tiie use of tobacco, it is now gener- 
al.y ii.lmitted that we "are right, und 
our opponents wrong in the 
matter. 
Tiie rapid consumption of the iinoly- 
Bbredded leaves very close to the mouth 
has been proved to render the practice 
of smoking cigarettes peculiarly objec- 
tionable. 
Moreover, it has been shown 
tnat althougli the use of a tube and 
the i^rovisicn of a plug of cotton Wiil 
lessen the evil, they do not wholly de- 
prive the cigarette of its objectionable 
qualities. 
' We are not, as is well known, advo- 
cates of the disuse of tobacco. 
If mod- 
erately 
and 
v. isely eiuployedi it is a 
valuable seda'ive to the nerves, and has 
an especially soothing influence in tJie 
majority of inbtances. 
There are, how- 
ever, certain properties of the tobacco 
smoke which ought to be more gener- 
ally understood, 
It is unquestionabiy 
in some way a special sedative to the 
heart's action. 
We are not in the 
least surprised to find it stated that a 
considerable poi iion of the boys med- 
ically examined for the United States 
navy 
are rejected on the score of 
"weakness of tie hetirt," and that this 
should be attributed to the habit of 
smoking cigarettes. 
As we pointed 
out when first directing attention to 
the subject, the sphygmograph shows 
a peculiar iufiuence to bo exerted by 
the smoking of tobacco, perticularly in 
the iorm of cigarettes., on the 
pulse, 
partly due to the de})ressioii 
of 
the 
heart's action, and partly to the vaso- 
motor tone in the arteries. 
Tliose 
practitioners who do not habitually 
use the sphygmograph in their daily 
work, but content themselves with sim- 
ply feeling the pulse with the 
finger, 
may not be aware of this fact. 
It is a 
4act, nevertheless. 
To this 
sedative 
action of the tobacco upon the heart 
may- possibly be due that agreeable 
sense of quietndo, and of 
"cooling" 
which is goneraliy experienced when 
smoking in the heat of summer. 


The points for v hich we are now es- 
pecially anxious to call consideration 
are these: 
1. The infinence of tobacco 
is apparently cumulative. 
A warning 
sense of excess iu the use of tobacco 
generally comes too late. 
The 
cigar, or cigarette may be laid aside, 
but the depressing or nauseating eiTect 
increases for some time. 
Nevertheless 
there is no valid retisoii to suppose to- 
bacco or nicotine does not actually ac- 
cumulsite. 
2. Excitation of the nerve 
centers, a's by oxidation, seems to in- 
tensify the effects of tobacco, when 
once taken into the system. 
On going 
out into the open air and breathing 
quickly the charat'teristic sensations are 
nearly always for a tinie aggravated. 
3. A cigar or cigarette smoked through 
a fine tube is generally "stronger" in 
its iniiuence than the same smolfed 
without the tube. 
These th]\e results 
of observation and e-\j)eriment seems 
to suggest the conclusion that tiie ac- 
tion of tobacco is to)>ieal as regards 
the nerves, the affeient ra licals being 
first acted upon, and when these «re 
brought under its influence the centers 
being 
affected from the periphery. 
In short, we incline to think tobacco is 
not absorbed, or if it be, its action is 
not due to absorption, but that it oper- 
ates as a peripheral sedative, like co- 
caine, and produces its general effects 
as cocoa stops the sense of hunger, by 
numbing the nerves of the stomach, 
the central effects being secondary i^nd 
to some extent 
reflex. 
It is uorth 
while to pursue this subject further. 
We incline to think that tobacco may 
be found to have as yet nnsusjiected 
value therai)enti( ally, if we can only 
arrive at acorre-t notion of the ]irocise 
manner in which its 
effects are pro- 
duced, and then determine how to use 
it. 
Great good would result from the 
recognition of tobacco as a drug, if only 
because then its abuse could be re- 
strained. 
In 
the old days, before 
chloroform and otlier ann sthetics were 
discovered, the use of tobacco as a po- 
tent sedative to relax the muscles in 
dislocations, and to faeiliate the reduc- 
tion of hernia, was a clumsy expedient. 
It was speedially abandoned uhen bet- 
ter stupefying agents were 
provided. 
It would, however, have been wiser 
to 
investigate 
the 
action 
of 
the 
agent more closely, instead ol 
throwing 
it wholly 
aside.—London

The Art of Type-Writing. 


The type-writer is generally 
sup- 
posed to be a machine of recent inven- 
tion, but it really date^ as far back as 
1714. 
One Henry Mill obtained 
in 
that year, in England, a patent for a 
device that would "write in printed 
characters, one at a time, and one after 
the other." There is no description of his 
device to be had now, but it is no doubt 
trne that Mill's invention was the par- 
ent of the present type-writer. 
The 
idea seems to have Iain dormant for 
over one hundred years, when it was 
taken up again by various inventors, 
who sought at sundry times to embody 
it in a machine that would work satis- 
factorily, 
but 
apparently 
without 
success until 1867, when a firm in Mil- 
«aukee made a type*writer that was 
actually used. 


Improvements were made from time 
to time, each one leading to another, 
when the Kemingtons took hold of it 
and produced the standard machine 
that is now sold by the thousand all 
over the world. 
To such perfection 
has this machine been brought 
that 
even the most detailed and intricate 
statements, containing 
column after 
column of figures, can be readily made 
wi h it, and in a neat and business-like 
form that is impossible with the pen of 
the average writer. Its nse has epened 
a field for women who have to earn their 
living, that never exised before. 
They 
are naturally expert and skillful 
in

the bonds and thus will the debt of 
Allen county, honestly created for im- 
provements, be wiped out and we won't 
owe a dollar.
